Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawing of Figure 6 was received on April 9, 2009. This 
drawing is acceptable. 

2. The drawings are objected to because in Figure 2 the drawing is rotated 90 
degrees from the "Fig. 2" legend.

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

An English translation of foreign priority Korean Patent Application No. 10-2003- 

0075872 filed October 29, 2003 has been received. Therefore, the Song reference (US 
7184108 B2) filed March 26, 2004 can no longer be considered a prior art reference. 
Accordingly, the previous rejection has been withdrawn. 

6. Claims 1-9 are allowed. Claim 1 is deemed patentable over prior art because of 
the limitations including a thin film diode panel comprising first, second, third and fourth 
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Art Unit: 2881 

MIM diodes, wherein at least one of the first to fourth MIM diodes has a substantially 
different current-voltage (l-V) characteristic from the others. Claim 5 is deemed 
patentable over prior art because of the limitations including a thin film diode panel 
comprising a reflection electrode including first and second contact portions, a 
transmission electrode including third and fourth contact portions, and first and second 
floating electrodes, wherein the overlapping area of the first floating electrode and the 
first contact portion is substantially different from the overlapping area of the first floating 
electrode and the third contact portion.
